This conference provides a forum for interdisciplinary team members 
to enhance their current skills related to the care of the brain injury 
survivor and their caregivers.  Sessions will target real-world strategies 
for assessment and treatment of individuals recovering from acute injury 
as well as ideas to increase community re-integration.  Separate tracks 
for motor and cognitive assessment/treatment will be offered.  Keynote 
sessions will explore the specific topics of Sports-Related Injury, Combat 
Injury, and Advocacy Issues.  All sessions will focus on best practices 
for the rehabilitation team providing practical solutions to the many 
problems encountered following brain injury.
